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Press vs. Bill of Rights 

The Bill of Rights could not be 
adopted today “because the press 
would not be for it.” 

That’s about as heavy a blow 
@s a responsible newspaperman 
has ever landed on the bloated 
carcass of the big daily press of 
today. The blow was delivered by 
Irving Dilliard, editorial page di- 
rector of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. Speaking while receiving an 
honorary doctorate of laws at 
Colby, College in Maine, Dilliard 
said: 

“I do not find the press fight- 
ing today for the causes which the 
Bill of Rights embodies. I have no 
choice but to conclude that the 
Bill of Rights, which I do not 
hesitate to call the greatest glory 
of the American people, could not 
be adopted today because the press 
would not be for it.”

Dilliard called attention to the 
effort of Senator Joseph McCarthy 
to browbeat the editor of the New 
York Post, James Wechsler. It 
was, said Dilliard, a “star chamber 
proceeding,” and a “barefaced in- 
vasion of freedom of the press.” 

A committee of 11 editors be- 
longing to the American Society} 
of Newspaper Editors: was formed 
to go into the case. It was lament- 
able, said Dilliard, that only 4 of 
the 11 signed a protest branding 
the McCarthy proceedings against 


Wechsler as a threat to press free-| 
dom. He asked: | 


“Could it be that some of the 
1 editors who did not sign were 
intimidated?” 

Could be. Could be that the in- 
timidation stemmed or clinked out 
of the business offices to which 
those 7 editors are doubtless con- 
sidered rather dinky appendages. 
It isn’t the Bill of Rights those 
newspaper business offices are in- 
terested in protecting; it’s the bills 
for advertising they're interested 
in collecting.
